Contents of Building 
Be Fumigated and I Sterilized we 


The Lacombe and District Community Hospital is to be 
closed for a short time, during which period the entire contents 
of the building will be fumigated, disinfected and sterilized. 
This decision was reached by the Hospital Board after consul- 
tation with Dr. M. R. Bow, Deputy Minister of Public Health. 
It is planned to evacuate the hospital by the end of ‘this week 


and work is. expected to get under way immediately. 


Hospital 


Board members hope to have the hospital operating again by 


April 20. 


Mattresses, bedding, pillows, ete., are all being shipped to 
Ponoka, where they will be sterilized by the sterilization plant 
at the mental institute at that point. All beds, furniture, wood- 
work and walls will be sprayed and washed with a disinfectant 


solution. 


Plans are being made to keep the basement ward, which has 
not yet been ‘in use, open for serious emergency cases, and it is 
extremely unlikely that the old hospital building will be re- 


opened. 


The reason for the closing of the Hospital is best given in 
the statement made by the Hospital Board : 


Hospital Board Statement 


“Owing to the large number of cases of septic sore throat 
admitted to the hospital during the three months just past, the 


Board of Management, 


after a. consultation with the local 


physicians and Dr. Malcolm R. Bow, Deputy Minister of Health

to close the hospital to all ex-

Dr. McCullough 
Addresses W. I. 


Choosing as his subject the pre- 
vention and control of mental 
deficiency, with special reference 
to sterilization, Dr. D. M. McCul- 
lough of the Provincial Training 
Schoc! at Red Deer, was an in- 
teresting speaker at a_ public 
meeting sponsored by the Wom- 
cn’s Institute on Wednesday eve- 
ning, April 6. Mental deficiency, 
said Dr. McCullough, is not al- 
ways a result of heredity, but 
accidents are the cause of about 
20 per cent of those afflicted. 

There are, according to calcula- 
tions, about 80,000 mental defec- 
tives in Canada and 6000 in Al- 
berta. The law allows the use 
of sterilization in the case of 
idiots and imbeciles without their 
consent, but in the case of those 
classed as morons, of which it is 
estimated there are over 4000 in 
the Province, consent must be 
obtained. 

At present, stated the speaker, 
there is need of a gopd public 
health program, of locating and 
giving proper training to mental 
defectives, and of legislation 
covering sterilization with which 
to prevent, these unfortunates 
children. There is need for par- 
ent study groups and for mental 
hygicne groups. °

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Safeguarding Public Health 
EMBERS of the Lacombe and District Com- 
munity Hospital Board believe that an ounce 

of prevention is worth a pound of cure. This is 

shown by their recent action in closing the new 
hospital for a short time for fumigation and steri- 
lization purposes. The decision was reached after 
consultation with Dr, M. R. Bow, Deputy Minister 
of Public Health, and the local doctors. The pres- 
ence of septi¢ throat germs and the possible pres- 
ence of. other germs was discovered, and the 

Board immediately decided to close the hospital 

for a complete sterilization and fumigation of all 

contents, 

The Hospital Board personnel, by their. ac- 
tion, have shown their ‘willingness to place the 
safeguarding of public health above’ all . other 
things. It would have been easy for them to have 
said’ nothing and continued to operate as usual. 
Their decision took courage, and aithough criti- 
cism will undoubtedly follow, they took the cor- 
rect way oul of their difficulties. 

The Board is to be congratulated on its fore- 
sight in stamping out the possibility of infection 
among the patients now in the hospital.and among 
those to come in future months. The institution 
will be stronger for this decision. 
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Suffering in Silence 
Tk. Rowell Commission has finished its sit- 
tings in Edmonton. During the past- two 
weeks evidence and briefs have been submitted, 
pointing out some of the Province’s grave troubles 
and difficulties. Whether any good will come 
from the sittings of this commission is for the 
future to decide, but assuredly no harm can come 
from an investigation such as this. 

The biggest disappointment to the citizens of 
the Province has »een ‘their Government’s attitude 
towards this investigation. During all the days of 
these submissions. ‘the Provincial Government sat 
by, silent. Premier Aberhart: and his Government 
refused to ‘submit a brief; refusing, at the same 
time to answer certain questions referred to them 
by the commission chairman, The Premier, how- 
ever, did state that the Province would forward 
“a comprehensive brief directly to the Federal 
Government.” 

This attitude seeiss odd in one who has com- 
plained so bitterly in the past of lack of co-opera- 
tion. Premier Aberhart has his grievances. His 
very platform and election was based upon these 
grievances. He has complained of the present 
economic order and promised to revise it. He 
has attacked the Dominion Governments and banks 
on their stand, of the past two years. He has 
slashed and picked to pieces the British North 
4merica Act, which is the basis of the Canadian 
Constitution. Why, then, did he, hot submit some 
of these grievances tv a commission which was 
set up for the express purpose of attempting to 
solve problems such as these which are facing 
Sanada and her provinces? 

But no! Premier Aberhart opposed the set- 
ling’ up of this commission, and for this reason, 
and apparently this reason alone, Alberta and 
her citizens cannot avail themselves of the bene- 
fits to be derived from this investigation.

Although the results of the last Irish Sweep- 
stakes have een published and many dreams have 
not come trué, the subject of “Sweeps” is quite a 
live one in view of recent legislation in Ontario. 
The editorial published ,in this paper last weck 
was so uncomprisingly in favor of them that [ 
felt that perhaps a little investigation into the 
pros and cons of lotteries would not. come amiss 
ot this junction. 1 would like to point ont though, 
that Mr. Editor made quite a slip, when he called 
the Grand National the “last” sweepstake of the 
year. What about the big sweep the. Irish run on 
the Derby? This was the first they ran, and is 
an imitation of the big but exclusive “Calcuita 
Sweep,” run by the Caléeutta Turf Club, There is 
also another “Irish Sweep”’—in the fall—on the 
Cesarewitch. So I'd hardly call this sweep the 
last, but rather the first, of the year, 

In the press !atelv, the clergy have been criti- 
cized for their attitude towaris sweeps, which 
has been mainly on the negative site; the Church, 
and many others, arguing that legalized gambling 
will be detrimental tc the morals of Canadians. 
Surely Canadians don't néed to be molly-coddled 
lo this degree? . Anyone who wants to gamble 
will gamble despite the strictest legislation passed 
to safeguard them. 

No one would try to defend gambling in 
tote; but what harm gambling does rests with 
each individual. He sl.ould have sense and resis- 
tance enough to stop when he has lost all he can 
lose without hurting those who are dependent on 
him, It seems to me that a lot of legislation could 
he avoided if only we knew “when to quit”; if 
we only learned that the greatest sin in the world 
is excess—excess in anything. To say “No” is so 
difficult. 

‘Fo return to lotteries, no one can deny that 
a huge amount of money'goes out of this cour- 
try for sweepstake tickets. These millions go to 
® country which, to all intents and purposes, has 
repudiated our common Mother Country. No 
preference is given to Canada for all the wealth 
Canadians pour into Ireland’s lap. This is no 
wonder, as the whole world is deiiig the same 
thing. Why? Just because everyone hopes to 
get something fer practically nothing. The odds 
are huge, but what dreams a “sweep” ticket can 
evoke So, the conclusion is self-cvident—as long 
as Ireland runs a sweepstake and Canada does 
not, the money will contime to pour across the 
Atlantic. Why can’t some far-sceing Canadian 
reverse the position, and turn these vast sums 
towards Canada? It is not impossible. A _ per- 
centage, too small, goes to tbe Dublin Hospitals, 
why shouldn't we support home hospitals in the 
same manner? 

To ccndemn “sweeps” and then buy a ticket 
on a quilt raffled for a hospital,or other char- 
itable object, is really hypocritical; they are both 
gambling, just as surely as-is the five-cént “bran 
dip” run at the church entertainment, or the like. 
‘They may be poles apart, but the intent and gen- 
eral purpose are the same. It is. human nature 
to want to get something for nothing, and law- 
making will never stop it (nor will it ever give 
it!). 

This Prevince, apparently, is in dire need of 
money; why not issue Lottery Bonds? Many 
countries in the werld (the list is too long to 
give) issue these. A certain number are drawn 
every vear, and carry a premium, and the ele- 
ment of gambling makes them «n_ acceptable 
proposition to the speculator (Not thai I think 
seriously that this Province could sell a bond to 
anybody). ‘The Prevince must, however. be in 
dreadful need of money; vide the omission to 
provide for the upkeep of Government House; one 
must not attribute this to a desire “to get back 
at” the Lieutenant-Guovernor. That would be un- 
thinkable. Much as I wonder if. the post of 
Lientenant-Governor is necessary this certainly 
:00ks like a very ‘back-handed method of telling 
him so. It is rather on a par with what the Es- 
kimos do to those who are old, or who have out- 
grown their usefulness—turn them loose to get 
rid of themselves.

The Future of Social 


Credit in Alberta 


By W. M. DAVIDSON 


The recent session of the A)- 
berta Legislature was one of 
unprecedented sensations . rather 
than of any considerable legisla- 
tive value, but at the same time 
it was far from being unimpor- 
tant. The future will mark it 
down as f interest because it 
was during this session that the 
Government abandoned its Social 
Credit pre-election policy, with 
the generous promises of $25 a 
month for all adults and lavish 
favors of a similar nature. 

It is true that Mr. Aberhart 
has not yet admitted publicly that 
he has abandoned the plan, but 
he is not candid, I doubt if there 
is anvone who has made any 
study of affairs, including the 
members of the Roard, who now 
has any hope of implementing the 
rich election promises. 


So at last we have come to the 
end. Mr. Aberhart gained office 
on a gigantic election promise 
which he cannot make good. His 
defenders attempt 
blow hy explaining that he has 
been blocked by the Courts. They 
forget, however. that during the 
campaign the first objection to 
the Aberhart plan invariably was 
that it could not be made to op- 
erate under the limited sover- 
cignty of a province. To such 
objections Mr. Aberhart gave the 
most positive assurances rhat his 
plan could be made to work in a 
province. 


Three Ways to Go 

So now we are at the turn in 
the row and have come to a full 
stop. What we are all most in- 
terested to know is what will 
happen next. There are three 
ways to go: 

(1). Resignation. -Some pub- 
lic men would be candid enough 
fo admit failure and retire. Dur- 
ing the cempaign. Mr. Aberhart 
frequently and fervently declared 
that if he failed he would quit. 
About that theve is no doubt. De- 
spite such positive ossurances no 
person seems to have the remot- 
est expectation that he will do 
anvthing of the kind. He seems 
to have changed his mind. 

(2). Another Foliecy. An Fd- 
monton correspondent for a To- 
ronto paper, who has been un- 
cannitlv accurate in’ exnlaining 
the intention of the Government, 
is authorily for the statement that 
the Government will abandon 
Social Credit and embark on a 
policy of co-onerative undertak- 
ings.’ There wil! be co-onerutive 
hanks, co-operative wheat mar- 
keting, co-onerative nacking 
plants, co-operative oil industry, 
co-operative coal production, ca- 
operative dairying, co-operative 


to soften the 


wholesale institutions, co-+ opera- 
tive insurance cc mpanies—in ‘fact 
all kinds of co- operatives, it 
seems, except co-operative. farm- 
ing. 

Whether such a plan has been 
pressed on the Government by 
the Communists who were the 
turbulent allies in the East Ed- 
monton election cannot -be ascer- 
tained. Whether such an elabo- 
rate policy could be. adopted 
within the restricted powers of 
the province seems uncertain. 

If the Government aheandoned 
Social Credit to take up even a 
limited form of Communism, it 
would completely change the 
face of things. . It would be on 
much firmer ground and the ex- 
recent would be very interest- 
ing. I doubt ver Rigs if the 
Government has the courage te- 
undertake such a pry or tke 
skill to make the most of it Mr. 
Aberhart has always threwn up 
his hands in pious horror of any- 
thing like Communism. I wonder 
if his kulak support in the coun- 
try would remain with him, alJ- 
though he has said nothing .as 
yet about co-operative farming.

NO RESERVE 


From Dominion Govt. 


By T. B. WINDROSS 


EDMONTON.—Sixth seésion in 
the past two years of the present 
Alberta Legislature was dying as 
this week onened, and there still 
was no. indication of any pov- 
erty-mending legislation. 

The thtee bogeys of the present 
Hovernment—the chief targets at 
which platform abuse is oimed 
by Social Credit members week 
after week as they continve their 
never-ending campaign to con- 
vince The Peonle that there are 
iremendous difficulties heing 
placed in the wav of the Govern- 
ment and so prevent it from com- 
ing through with the $25 month, 
ly dividend and that long-prom- 
ised lower-cost-to-live—were all 
placed embarrassingly before the 
Legislature last week. 

And the Social Credit powers 
turned them aside. Refused to 
meet them openly. 

There was the offer of Hon. 
Charles A, Dunning, Federal Min- 
ister of Finance, to give the Al- 
herta Government everv  assis- 
tance desired in order to help 
this Province establish its own 
bank-—the same kind of chartered 
bank as are all the chief banks 
against which Premier Aberhart 
and his followers have been rail- 
ing for the past two years. 


Not Interested' 

But in reply to Mr. Dunning’s 
offer; which was almost a chal- 
lenge, Mr. Aberhart said that he 
and his Government would not 
be interested in establishment of 
a bank. His explanation of why 
they would not be interested was 
not very clear to the galleries in 
the Legislature: he said that they 
would. not be interested in any 
new “restriction” placed on the 
Province. 

It had been made clear in Mr. 
Dunning’s offer that if Alberta’s 
Government were to establish a 
hank-—such banks have been es- 
tablished previously by other 
provincial governments, notably 
Ontario—the Alberta bank would 
have full control of its own pol- 
icy, subject only to‘the banking 
laws of the Dominion of Canada 
--the same laws which govern 
every bank in the nation. 

Thus. with its own bank the 
provincial government could 
grant those interest-free loans _it 
has been talking about--if the 
government found that it was 
financially possible as well as 
physically. possible. 

Bank Taxes Increased 

The House added another $100,- 
000 to bank taxes in the Province. 
too. That amount just ebout bal- 
anced the $100,000 voted for the 
Social Credit Board. If and when 
the banks, in view of the burden 
of provincial taxation, find them- 
selves forced to ciose some of the 
Alberta branches which are run- 
ning into heavy losses — more 
than 150 of the 205 branches in 
the Province operated last year 
at a loss—Alberta citizens who 
are thus deprived of banking ser_ 
vice in their communities will be 
able to console themselves with 
the Social Credit propaganda for 
which that 
lion is used by the hoard.

I suspect that 
Social Credit has fallen away as 
badly in Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba because of the record of 
these failures, as it has at the 
Coast. 

What [) look for is. something 
like this; The. Government will 
mark time through the appeal to 
the Privy Council. The party will 
make a «drive in the Saskatche- 
wan provincial elections, which 
may take place this summer, If 
it makes any sort of success 
there, there will be a Dominion 
wide organization, which may 
make some impression on West- 
ern Canada, but will not likely get 
very much further. If it fails in 
Saskatchewan, I doubt’ if much 
more of it will he heard as a 
Dominion threat.
